His 
friends  decided  to  give  him  a 
designation  that  more  aptly 
described  how  they  feh  about 
hhn  and  so  they  named  him 
Barnabas.  You  and  I  remember 
him  as  BamriMs,  the  Son  of 
Encouragement  You  remember 
him  from  die  book  of  Acts 
ivhen  die  diurdi  was  havii^ 
trouMe  and  the  people  were  in 
great  need.  It  was 
Jose|di/ Barnabas  who  stroped 
up  to  do  a  great  diing  and  pro¬ 
vided  resources  diat  blessed 
others  and  stirred  the  gratitude 
of  the  entire  diurch.  ras  act  of 
love  and  his  gracious  gift  liter¬ 
ally  transformed  the  atmos¬ 
phere  of  the  struggling,  almost 
desperate,  fledgling  diuidi. 

There  is  no  way  to  measure 
the  enormous  and  eternal  dif¬ 
ference  diat  one  moment  of 
encouragement  can  make  in  a 
person's  or  a  congregation's 
ufe.  I  suppose  we  fwl  me  Lord 
looked  upon  Barnabas  as  the 
patriarch  of  encouragers,  but 
now  grateful  we  can  be  that  the 
spirit  of  God  is  still  producing 
and  providing  odier  encour¬ 
agers  along  the  pathway  of  our 
journey.  Down  die  road,  we 
need  a  Bob  or  a  Barnabas  and  in 
some  unusual  and  magnificent 


way,  God  put  them  right  where 
we  need  them  to  be. 

If  you  think  about  it, 
strangdy  enough  it  does  not 
take  a  whole  lot  to  be  an 
encourager  to  others.  Poor  old 
Bob  does  not  look  like  mudi. 
He  has  only  half  of  hto  vision 
and  kind  ot  slouches  along  as 
he  walks.  Earlier  in  die  sprmg  a 
snake  bit  him,  and  we  did  not 
know  if  he  was  even  going  to 
make  it  He  did  and  mil  widi 
hb  siveet  resonant  baas  bark, 
he  keeps  lumbering  along, 
woofii^  at  anyone  who  geto 
near  cnou^  to  near  him  bark. 

Since  we  never  know  vdien 
the  opportunity  to  be  an 
encoura«r  is  going  to  present 
itself  and  since  we  never  know 
what  needs  may  be  hidden  in 
another  person's  heart,  we 
need  to  stay  ready,  spiritually 
poised  to  try  to  encourage 
someone  if  we  can.  In  fact, 
more  than  just  being  ready  to 
do  somediing,  ask  the  Lord  to 
transform  your  life  into  a  well 
of  encouragement  for  others  so 
that  wherever  vou  are,  whoev¬ 
er  you  are  widi,  and  whatever 
their  needs  may  be,  your  life 
will  overflow  with  I&  good¬ 
ness  and  love  in  sudi  a  way 
dut  some  of  them  may  get 
togedier  and  rename  you  Bob, 
or  Barnabas.  Even  if  thc^  do 
not  name  you  something, 
down  in  die  depths  of  dieir 
heart  they  will  jurt  be  thankful 
that  God  put  you  in  dieir  padi. 
And  all  God': 

"Vfoof,  woof!"

Confront  in  Love 

Mamww  18:15-17;  GaUtUns  5:13-15;  6el-5 


Websler  defines  ooitfrontation 
SB  s  Itoefile  faoe-to-faoe  meet¬ 
ing*  If  oonfimtafion  must  be 
hotlilci;  no  wonder  we  want  to 
avoid  it  When  we  aie  involved 
in  conflict  situation^  confronta¬ 
tion  can  adu^  be  a  positive 
path  to  a  solution. 

In  reality,  we  usually  do  not 
handle  confrontation  in  the 
manner  God  ordained.  Many 
people  avoid  confrontation, 
minking  it  a  kinder  way  of 
dealing  wifit  the  situation. 
However;  avoidance  of  the 
problem  can  allow  bitterness  to 
grow  and  prevent  resolution. 
Some  peoM  confront  too 
ouickly  and  haishlv  making 
m  sitiiation  worse.  There  is  a 
God-honorfrtg  way  to  handle 
confrontation  in  a  coirflict. 


In  Matthew  iai5-17 
Jesus  ofiers  a  psooeas  for 
resolving  conflict  among 
bdievos.  IheR  me  tour  simple 
steps  to  toBow.  FhsL  we  should 
approach  the  other  penon.  Here  we 
a»  to  stratg^aen  out  die  matter 
between  us  in  a  cahn  and  frir  dis- 
cuaston.  if  our  attempt  is  rdjufied, 
we  are  to  take  cne  or  two  others 
aloiw  to  discuss  the  matter 

IT  the  disagreement  is  not 
resolved  at  this  stage,  the  church 
is  to  become  involvM  m  helping 
settle  the  dispute.  Hnally,  if  die 
other  party  is  not  open  to  resolu¬ 
tion,  we  are  to  disMsodate  our- 
sdves  from  him.  Even  if  this  last 
resort  occurs;  we  ^lould  leave  the 
door  tor  future  cbscussions  open. 

In  verse  17,  Matthew  ci^y 
means  tor  the  local  diurdi  to 
participate  in  conflict  resolution. 
This  is  one  of  only  two  times  in 


the  gospels  this  word  is 
used.  A  disagreement 
ainong  believers  cer¬ 
tainly  causes  tension  in 
die  corigTKation.  The 
goal  of  t&  process 
inould  alwi^  be  recon¬ 
ciliation  so  that  the  body 
of  Christ  is  unified. 

Galatians  5:13-15  out¬ 
lines  die  prindple  by 
which  we  confront  oth¬ 
ers.  Much  of  this  diapter  speaks 
of  die  freedom  we  have  as 
Christians.  great  freedom 
comes  great  reKxxisibility.  Part  of 
our  responsibiltty  is  to  serve  one 
anodier  in  love,  even  in  conflict 
situations.  To  do  the  opposite, 
attacking  one  odier  only  Wads  to 
a  more  destructive  situation. 

Love  builds  up  the  body  of 
Christ.  Especially  when  con¬ 
fronting  anodier  believer,  we 
must  be  careful  not  to  destroy  him 
or  her.  Our  words  and  actions  are 
powoful  and  we  should  use  them 
to  build  up  our  brodiers  and  sis¬ 
ters,  thereby  building  up  the 
diurdi  as  a  whole. 

So  thea  why  confront  odier 
believers?  The  purpose  is  found 
in  Galatians  6:1  -5.  When  a  believ¬ 


er  is  caught  in  a  airv  it  is  the  task 
of  more  spiritually  mature 
believers  to  tw  to  restore  the 
erring  one.  The  Greek  word 
used  tor  "restore"  in  verse  1  efre- 
where  desertoes  mending  nets 
and  setting  bones.  We  can  be  of 
great  help  to  others  when  we 
confront  mem  gendy. 

In  trying  to  restore  anodier 
believec  we  must  be  careful  not 
to  fall  prey  to  sin.  One  specific 
danger  tor  those  who  seek  to 
help  others  is  pride.  Compariiw 
our  lives  to  the  fidlen  bdiever^ 
life  leads  to  feeling  superior  in 
our  own  spiritual  attainments. 
The  delicate  work  of  restoration 
must  be  done  humbly,  with  the 
consciousness  that  no  on  is 
immune  from  falling  into  sin. 

Believers  are  to  confront  oth¬ 
ers  in  love  in  order  to  restore 
them  to  spiritual  health.  Before 
we  confront  others,  we  need  to 
reexamine  our  own  actions  and 
attitudes  using  die  same  stan¬ 
dards  we  appy  to  others.  We 
must  put  asKie  any  conceit  any 
attitude  inti^ant «  error  in  oth¬ 
ers.  Whatever  pride  we  feel 
should  be  in  what  God  has  done 
in  our  lives. 


Verse  2  of  this  paasa« 
emphasizes  carrying  eaoi 
odi»'s  burdens  as  a  way  to  heto 
our  fellow  Christians  with  their 
weaknesses.  Verse  5,  on  the 
other  hand,  stresses  carrYing 
our  own.  iKe  Greek  text  here 
uses  two  difrerent  words  for 
"burden.'  Verse  2  describes 
heavy,  crushii^  burdens  while 
those  in  verse  5  are  lighter  ones 
eadi  believer  must  bear. 

A  distinction  is  made  between 
those  burdens  that  can  be  borne 
alone  and  those  diat  require 
help.  We  can  assist  one  anodier 
in  overcoming  the  weight  of  siiv 
If  we  care  about  our  fellow 
believers,  we  will  want  to  get 
them  back  on  track.  We  shoukl 
care  enough  to  face  the  con¬ 
frontation  re<mired. 

Webster  defines  love  as  "a 
perscHial  attachment  or  deep 
affection."  Love  is  putting  some¬ 
one  else's  best  interests  ahead  of 
your  own.  Confronting  someone 
in  love  may  be  the  best  way  to 
show  them  you  care.
